Gold In Ancient River Beds In the 


Sierra Nevadas. 
For a number of years, geologists 


have been "Investigating the ancient 
river beds which occur so abundant- 
ly, over the stapes of the Sierra Ne- 
vadas and are of much Importance 
on account of the auriferous material 
contained In their gravels. These an- 
cient channels mark tho course of 
former rivers, whose waters were di- 
rected In the lapse of time by altera- 
tions In the level of the land, or by 
other causes, dating back to Tertiary 
times, a late period In geologic histo- 
ry. During the time the streams were 
In existence, some of the gold-bear- 
ing rock of the region was washed 
Into them and carried along by their 
waters, and In tho sand and gravels 
of their beds portions of the precious 
metal still remain. A few months 
since, W. Llndgren. one of the geolog- 
ists of the United States Geological 
Survey, made a careful review of pre- 
vious Investigations of the ancient 
channels, and visited many districts 
In the northern and southern portions 
of the gold belt. The information 
collected by him. will be complied 
and later Issued as a monograph, to 
be entitled the "Neocene rivers of 
the Sierra Nevadas." 


Meadow and Pasture Land In Germany 


By reason of the steadily Increas- 


ing Importance to the 
agricultural 


Industry In Germany, of the keeping 
of cattle, people have been brought 
to bestow 
greater attention upon 


meadow and pasture lands. The cul- 
ture of such lands In Germany, has 
lately been given special considera- 
tion by the German Agricultural So- 
ciety, and as tho first result of these 
labors there has appeared No. 61 of 
the "Works of the German Agricultu- 
ral Society." entitled "Contributions 
to the Knowledge of the Permanent 
Pasture Lands In tho North-German 
Marshes." by Dr.'Emmerlng and Dr. 
Weber. In this work are set forth 
researches into the botanical charac- 
teristics of the marsh pasture-lands 
and Into the chemical composition 
of their soil. This Inquiry Is now also 
to be extended to the low grounds on 
tho Wcser, Vistula, and Elbe, and a 
further Investigation of tho meadow 
Fands on tho Oder and the Rhine 
will be kept In view. Dr. Webor- 
Bromer Is again charged with the 
conduct of theso Inquiries.

Brave Men' Descend Into Sh^ft to 


Rescue Victims and Are Overcome 


' 
by Poisonous Gacses—One Dies on 
Reaching Surface. 


Park City, Utah, 
July 
17.—Two 


powder magazines exploded In the 1.- 
200 foot level of tho Daly-West mlno 
.and gases, tilling tho mine, spread 
into the COO foot level of tho Ontario 
mine, killing at least thirty-live mun 
In tho two shafts and overcoming the 
'majority of the 250 men at work. 


The list of tho dead may bo greatly 


enlarged. ' Thlrty-nlno bodies have 
been hoisted to tho surface. T.wo res- 
cuers, asphyxiated In a desperate ef- 
fort to save their comrades, died after 
being lifted from the shaft. 


Both tho Daly-West and the On- 


tario mines, two of the largest stiver 
mines In Utah, are filled with poison- 
ous gases and, the mlno managers 
have forbidden any further attempts 
at rescue for tho1 present. 


"Town In Mourning. 


Tho entire town Is In mourning. 


Park Lake Is inhabited only by min- 
ers and their families, and'there Is 
mourning In every house. Big crowds 
aro gathered at the mlno entrances, 
•which aro a mile apart. 


The explosion occurred at 1 o'clock 


in the morning, when every person In 
town was either asleep or at work. 
The shock was so tremendous .that It 
awakened every one within a radius 
of miles. 
Horses in the ore tunnel 


ono and one-half miles away wero 
killed by tho force of tho explosion. 


The excitement was tremendous. 


There .Is not a person in' the town, 
'but has'relatives working In the mlno. 
"Women and children thronged to the 
Ontario shnfthouse, .which Is midway 
between Park City and the Daly-West. 
All of the doctors in town wero hur- 
ried to tho . mines.' They did what 
they could to roauscltate the_uneon- 
•clous miners as they were taken out. 


Gas Drives Out Rescuers. 


At 
4 o'clock a. m. twenty-seven 


men .bad been taken out of tho mine 
dead, and several others had been re- 


- covered In a dazed condition. Theso 


•were all brought out througl the On- 
tario mine shaft. The 1,200 level of 
the Daly-West corresponds to and la 
connected by tunnel wlin the COO level 


• of the Ontario. At that tlmo'the accu- 
' 
mulaton of gas drove the rescuers 
from the mines. 
' In tho Daly-West mine ISO men 
•were at work. In the Ontario wore 
nearly 100. 


Although any attempt to enter the 


mines meant to faco death, a rescue 
party, with faces bound In wet cloths, 
made a dash Into tho COO foot level 
of the Ontario mlno In tho morning, 
and brought out several more bodies 
and several unconscious men. 
, 


The rescuers were gone for a long 


time, and when they returned three of 
them were carried out asphyxiated. 
The rest, after recovering from tho 
effects of tlio gas, mado a second at- 
tempt. 


Perish Trying to Save Life. 


John McLaughlln, .who went down 


the second time, died on being brought 
to the surface. James' Eckstronii a 
member of the rescuing party, died 
shortly after noon. 
Jack Balton, a 


Silver King miner, who also went 
down with tho rescuers, 
Is uncon- 


scious and expected to die. 


The condition of the gas In'.the 


mine was such that the rescue work 
•was abandoned. 


Experienced miners say John Burgy, 


the "powder monkey," was a green 
man. and had no business handling 
explosives. ' The rescue party found 
a hand and a foot, presumably those 
of Burgy. 


Thirty-three bodies In -all wero re- 


moved from tho two mines. Official* 
of the Daly-West state that only threo 
more bodies aro In the mine. Rescuers

minous fields. 
He said tho matter 


would lie wholly with tho convention. 
When asked If the United Mine 
Workers would call upon other labor 
organizations for aid, he replied: 


"In view of the magnitude of the 


strike, It may be that we shall have 
to call upon other labor organizations 
to help us before It is settled. The 
prospects In the anthracite strike are 
Rood. We are making gains." 


No Need of Assistance. 


Mr. Mitchell added that assistance Is 


not now needed from any other organi- 
zation, and this was construed 
by 


those present to mean that the neces- 
sity for a general strike does not. In 
his opinion, exist, and that ho will 
so advise the convention when he de- 
livers his address as president. 


John P. Reese, president of 
the

Morgan's men were Kentuckliins 


•who had gone over to the Confederacy, 
and, their state remaining neutrnl, thu 
only way to servo the Koiithern cause 
was to light with the armies outsldu 
of It. After the southern repulse at 
Shlloh In April the lenders In the west 
once more east their eyes eagerly upon 
Kentucky, which Inttl been wholly lost 
to them by tho victories of Thomas and 
Grant In January and February, ISiil'.- 
General Ilragg headed his battalions 
toward the Kentucky border. Ills start- 
Ing point was Chattanooga, on- thu 
southern border of Tennessee. About 
the center of east Tennessee the Con- 
federates, under General Klrby Smith, 
licld Knoxvllle, and Morgan rode out 
as the advance guard of Smith's to test 
the temper of tho Kentucky people nnd 
the mettle of the boys In blue who 
.•were guarding ,tho strategic points be- 
yond the Ohio. 


With 1)00 troopers Morgan forded tho 


Cumberland the afternoon of July 8. A 
band of Federal soldiers had watched 
the approach of the Invaders, but kept 
out of sight, and Morgan rushed for- 
rward to tho llrst post of the enemy 
.-which lay In his pathway. This was 
the village of Tompklnsvllle, garri- 
soned by about 200 men of tho Ninth- 


• Pennsylvania cavalry under Major T. 
J.Jordan. 


It was Jordan's band that Morgan 


heard of, but didn't Bee at the ford. 
Jordan hail news of Morgan's coming 
nnd went to the river to in vet him. It 
.•was nil n panic of hide and seek, for 
Jordan marched back to Tompklnsvlllo, 
seeing nothing of the enemy. 


Early on the morning of July U tho 


Pennsylvania troopers were aroused to 
prepare for action. While they were 
feeding nnd cleaning their mounts the 
• camp was alarmed by picket tiring 
out on tbe river road. Before the horses 
could be paddled Jordan's pickets re- 
ported n heavy attack, and Morgan's 
line could already be seen deploying 
around the onmp. In an hour the place 
•was surrounded, and ^Morgan's horse 
battery began to toss shells Into Tomp- 
kluiivlllc. 


While the guns wore playing on the 


astounded, Federals the 
Kentucky 


troopers formed for n charge and 
dashed In. Major Jordan saw that ho 
,was outnumbered and gave the order 
to retreat. Morgan had sent the Texas 
rangers around to the rear of Jordanjs- 
llne, but the I'cnnsylvnnlans charged 
gallantly through. The rangers rallied 
and pursued the retreating Federals, 
nnd In n rear guard light Jordan %vas 
captured nnd Lieutenant Sullivan, com- 
mandlng the firing line, was killed. 


Within n few hours after Morgan's 


blow at Tompklnsvllle the telegraph 
wires wcro hot with dispatches telling

In the west with the lines In Kentucky, 
Ellsworth proved an ally equal to a 
battalion of soldiers. The news within 
the Federal linos that Morgan headed 
for Glasgow after taking In Tompklns- 
vllle was correct. With' Ellsworth and. 
llftecn troopers the raiding chief rode 
forward, and on the outskirts of Glas- 
gow the operator dismounted, took 
down the telegraph wire and connect- 
ed his pocket Instrument. • Seated there 
under the guard of the troopers, he 
took off all thu dispatches passing 
through. 


At llrst the telegraph office at Louis- 


ville called up the olllcu at Nashville. 
and Ellsworth Intercepted every word. 
The tenor of the, dispatches showed 
that Morgan was loose In the Him; 
Grass region, and orders between 
banks and commercial houses to Bend 
money nnd other valuables by railroad 
were countermanded. Louisville also 
sent Nashville the general-Hewn of the 
day, and thus war dispatches from 
Washington and 
New York were 


placed In the hands of John II. Mor- 
gan, the Kentucky raider. 


Ilavlng drained Louisville nnd stolen 


the operator's.signals and signatures. 
Ellsworth ended for the day -by send- 
ing a bogus dispatch dictated by Mor- 
gan. It purported to come from Nash- 
ville and stated that Forrest's Tennes- 
see cavalry had attacked Mtirfreesboro, 
Tcnn., routed the Federals and was 
moving on Nashville. 
Morgan was 


said to be in Tennessee co-operating 
with Forrest. This dispatch was signed 
with the name of the Federal .provost 
marshal at Nashville. Stanley Mat- 
thews, and at a glance seemed more 
credible than those earlier dispatches 
which' located Morgan In Kentucky. 
The Federals In Kentucky of course 
had no knowledge of Itragg's Intended 
Invasion of the state, and It was rather 
comforting than otherwise to think that 
Morgan wa» nat over the border on an 
extensive foray. 


Morgan rode into Glasgow at mid- 


night the day of Ellsworth's telegraph- 
ic exploit and captured In the town 200 
rllles, which were needed to supply the 
unarmed men who had followed him 
ver the border. The whole of south- 
rn Kentucky -was alert, and every dls- 
latch which passed between the com- 
landers of the military posts scattered 
long the railroads mentioned Morgan's 
band, Invariably magnifying Its mini- 
icrs. Its audacity and Its conquests. 
Morgan's Kcntucklnim have some- 


times been recklessly and unfairly 


ed with those guerrilla hands that 


vuge war moru In the spirit of vandals 
ban of organized and disciplined sol- 
diers. The command llrst and last em- 
iraced the best young bloods of Ken- 
ucky, many of them graduates of the 
highest eastern colleges and others too 


wing to be graduated. 
Among the 


eaders were Willie IJrecklnrldge, Hart 


Ibson of Yale, at one time Morgan'* 


idjutant general; Colonel Grlggnby, of 
in old Virginia family and a graduate 
of the University of Virginia: Colonel 
Cbcnault. Colonel Tucker. Colonel Cic- 
ero Coleman. Governor McCrenry and 
scores of othern whose names are 
iromlncnt In the wrst and. In fact, all 
over the Union as honorable and active 
citizens. 


The ranks of the corps at the begin- 


ning and .all through Its career wens 
filled with the llower of the youth 
around Louisville and the Blue Grass 
country where Morgan'was known. 


Morgan took naturally to raiding be- 


cause of bis love of horsun and his ex- 
perience hi the Mexican war, where 
be had commanded a company. Ills 
uion had early been taught horseman- 
ship. In fact born In the saddle.. With 
or without saddle or clrclnglu It was 
all the same. 
. 


The name of Morgan had become 


known to the Federal guards In Ken- 
tucky long before his advent In July, 
18(2:, as a raider, lie had been In the 
Held a year at the head of Kentucky 
horsemen, llrst leading a company, 
then a battalion, afterward a regi- 
ment, and now a brigade. With hero 
and there a surprise of some Isolated 
garrison, a dashing skirmish or a stand 
up tight.
